President Sought ‘Good Old Days’ 


At Christmas time, nostalgia 
for ‘‘the good old days” is as 
prevalent as turkey and trim- 
mings, decorations and gifts. 

Everybody had more fun — 
or so the feeling goes — dur- 
ing those good old-fashioned 
Christmases when life was 
simpler and, according to tra- 
dition, the snow drifts were 
always piled high, the foods 
for feasting were always home- 
grown and home-cooked, the 
gifts and decoration always 
lovingly hand-made and the 
tree itself always chopped 
down by the head of the house 
on a personal foray to some 
hillside or lot.

For the President was 
Benjamin Harrison, who, on 
December 22 in 1891, an- 
nounced to reporters his plan 
for a ‘good old-fashioned 
Christmas.” 


Most people today whose 
thoughts turn to Christmases 
of yore would certainly settle 
for a date much later than 
1891 as the time when the 
“good old-fashioned Christ- 
mas” had ceased to exist. 

But if the spirit of an old- 
fashioned Christmas didn’t 
vanish as early as President 
Harrison feared it had, when 
did it go? Or has it really dis- 
appeared forever? 

Most of all, an “old-fash- 
ioned” Christmas is made up 
of traditions. Even in northern 
climates, only hope, luck and 
the weatherman can say, each 
year, whether the traditional 
snow drifts will be forthcom- 
ing, Other traditions, however, 
may not necessarily belong 
only to the past.

Cards Came 
Late in Yule

Many of today’s Christmas 
traditions began somewhere 
in the dim past, but the prac- 
tice of exchanging greeting 
cards is just a little over a cen- 
tury old. 

In 1848 William Maw Egley, 
a “starving” young English 
artist, came up with the idea 
of designing a Christmas card 
and reproducing it on pieces 
of pasteboard for thé public to 
buy. 

Egley’s card showed a fam- 
ily Christmas dinner, formal 
dance, skating, carolers, alms- 
giving, a Punch and Judy show

New Yeur’s Apology 

The “daddy” of all holiday 
cards was designed and etch- 
ed in 1812 by J. A. Boerner, 
a young Londoner, who wanted 
to apologize to friends for his 
failure to pay a New Year's 
Day visit. Mr. Boerner’s card 
made it clear he was tied to his 
home by depicting him with 
his coat caught in the locked 
doorway of his house, 

In 1843, Sir Henry Cole, a 
busy English ‘‘missionary” of 
culture, hit upon the idea of 
sending out little missives at 
Christmas. John Calcott Hors- 
ley of the Royal Academy, fa- 
mous for his campaign against 
nude art, designed the cards 
and Sir Henry sent out 1000 to 
friends. 

It wasn’t until the early 
1860's that cards were issued 
for general distribution by a 
large English publishing com- 


pany. 
Christmas greetings were 
introduced into the United 


States by the Marcus Card 
company of London. They be- 
came popular immediately, 
and in 1874 Louis Prang, a 
German immigrant, started a 
Christmas card business at 
Roxbury, Mass. 

Custom Lost Fashion 

At the turn of the century, 
he ceased publishing rather 
than compete with imports | 
flooding the market, For the 
next decade or so the custom 
of exchanging cards fell out 
of fashion. 

Only after World War One 
did American manufacturers 
begin to achieve success in the 
card business, Then inexpen- 
sive printing and lithograph- 
ing processes brought Christ- 
mas cards within everyone's 
reach. 

Despite its relatively recent 
start in this country, the cus- | 
tom has caught the fancy of 
the American public to the ex- 
tent that it sends billions of 
Christmas cards every year, | 
according to Mrs. Peggy Gil- 
bert of Norcross, Inc.

Naming the Day 

As a holy day and a holiday, 
Christmas means both prayer- 
ful worship and festive merry- 
making, The holy meaning of 
the day is expressed in its 
name. 

The Latin name for Christ- 
mas translates as the Feast or 
Birthday of Our Lord, The 
English Christmas means the 
Mass of Christ, a meaning 
which is closely paralleled by 
the Dutch “Kermis.” In Ger- 
man it’s ‘Weihnacht,” or sa- 
cred night. 

The French “Noel” has sev- 
eral possible meanings — news, 
birthday or a “shout of joy.”

In Greece, 
legends of St. Basil were later 
put to music and sung at 
Christmas and the New xear.

December 6 became “Chil- 
dren's Day,” and St. Nicholas, 
traveling by horse, brought 
gifts to reward children for 


good behavior, 


Although Santa has to a 
large extent replaced St, Nich- 
olas, in some European coun- 
tries children still await the 
arrival of the bishop on the 
night of December 5, and set 
out shoes filled with hay and 


carrots for his horse.

From Many 
Sources 


From the first angelic cho- 
rus, “Glory to God in the High- 
est,” the sound of voices raised 
in song and rejoicing for the 
birth of Christ swells across 
the ages.

Sources of some carols are 
lost in the past, but many can 
be traced to interesting ori- 
gins. 

“Silent Night’ 

A broken organ inspired 
“Silent Night.” So that the 
people of the parish might 
have a song at Christmas, 
Father Joseph Mohr, an Aus- 
trian priest, wrote the carol, 
and his organist composed the 
music. It was sung on Christ- 
mas Eve, 1818, to guitar ac- 
companiment. 


“Deck the Halls’’ 


Expressing the merriment 
of Christmas, “Deck the Hall 
with Boughs of Holly” is an 
English carol set to an old 
Welsh air. It refers to such 
ancient traditions as the 
“blazing Yule” log. 


“First Nowell” 


First published in English, 


“The First Nowell” is believed 
to be primarily a French carol. 
The French word “Noel” comes 


from the Latin word meaning 


birth; “Nowell” is the angli- 
cized version. Both mean 
Christmas or a “shout of joy” 


for the birth of Christ. Tune 


is a medieval shepherd song.

“A Christmas Carol in Prose,

Charles Dickens, creator of

When Dickens gave readings 
from his works in England and 
America, the story of Scrooge

Santa Gets His Garb 


From Poem, Cartoon 

Santa first appeared in his 
now-traditional guise as a 
plump, jovial, white-bearded 
and pipe-smoking old gentle- 
man — “a right jolly old elf” 
— in the poem, “A Visit from 
St. Nicholas,” written by Dr. 
Clement C, Moore in 1822, 

Earlier, “Santeclaus” had 
been pictured dressed as a 
bishop, in a book called “The 
Children’s Friend,” and in 
Washington Irving’s “Knick- 
erbocker History of New York,” 
published in 1809, Santa was 
said to wear a broad-brimmed 
hat and huge breeches, 

Even Dr. Moore’s poem did 
not, apparently, clothe Santa 
in a red suit. “He was dressed 
all in fur from his head to his 
foot,” says the poem. 

Santa as he looks today was 
first sketched by Cartoonist 
Thomas Nast, in 1869, The car- 
toon showed Santa in his fa- 
Miliar red garb, smoking a 
pipe. : 


Pastor Wrote To 
Please Children 


“Up on the Housetops” is a 
happy Christmas song written 
by an Ohio pastor, Benjamin 
Hanby, in 1864, 

Believing that music was a 
part of religion, he held week- 
ly songfests for children in 
New Paris, Ohio. Since he was 
short of money, when the chil- 
dren needed a new song, he 
wrote it himself. 

The song, which tells the 
joys of going “up on the house- 
tops” and “down through the 
chimney with good Saint Nick” 
to the “click, click, click” of 
reindeer hooves, gained early 
popularity. 

Its origin, however, was lost 
when the Chicago publishing 
house of George F. Root, pub- 
lishers of the song, burned. 
Credit for the authorship was 
not restored until after Han- 
by’s death.

Evergreen 
Still Tops 
As Tree 


Nowadays Christmas trees 
are made out of almost every- 
thing, from aluminum to plas- 
tic — but the world’s favorite 
Christmas tree is still the 
evergreen. 

Many legends explain how 
the evergreen became associ- 
ated with Christianity and 
Christmas, One is the story of 
St. Wilfred, according to The 
Book of Knowledge, 

Speaking to a group of con- 
verts, the saint sought to illus- 
trate how they had broken 
away from the heathen wor- 
ship of the Druids, i 

He chopped down a giant 
tree — an oak, since this kind 
of tree was one of the chief 
objects of Druid worship. As 
it fell with a crash, it split into 
four pieces, From the center a 
young fir tree sprouted. 

St. Wilfred told the converts 
that the fir should from then 
on serve as their “holy tree.” 

“It is the sign of an endless 
life,” he said, “for all its leaves 
are evergreen, and it points 
toward heaven. 

“It is the wood of peace, for 
all your houses are built of the 
fir. Let this be called the tree 
of the Christ Child; gather 
about it, not in the wildwood, 
but in your homes.”

Opposition to Christianity 
in the first years of the new 
religion actually led to the 
preservation of the manger — 
an improvised stable in a cave 
hewn out of rock, near the 
center of the hill town of 
Bethlehem. 

The Roman emperor Hadri- 
an, who ruled from 117 to 138 
A.D., sought to halt the fast 
spread of Christianity, and he 
had the cave converted to a 
grotto for the worship of the 
pagan god Apollo. The very 
fact that the cave was marked, 
though for pagan purposes, 
helped to preserve knowledge 
of the site of the Nativity. 

Later a silver star was set in 
the stone floor of the cave, and 
since 1873 each regime to rule 
Bethlehem — now a part of 
Jordan — has posted night 
and day guard over the star.
